In Session Today

A nationwide program to form 
and train a corps of polio em er­ 
gency volunteers to assist physi­ 
cians, 
physical 
therapists 
and 
nurses in area w here infantile 
paralysis 
epidemics 
occur 
has 
been 
started 
by 
the 
national 
foundation. 
This is due in part to the fact 
th at an increase of almost 50 per 
cent in 
the 
num ber 
of polio 
cases for the first five m onths of 
this year as compared to the 
sam e period last year is revealed 
by Dr. Don W. G udakunst, med­ 
ical 
director 
of 
the 
national 
foundation. 
A total 
of 
740 poliomyelitis 
cases was reported throughout 
the country as of May 26 of this 
year. At the same time last year, 
there were only 499 cases report­ 
ed. 
Emergency volunteers, organ­ 
ized to fight the malady, state 
th at the initial phases of the pro­ 
gram provide for instruction in 
those 
areas 
w here 
qualified 
caching personnel, 
institutional 
facilities for the care of polio vic­ 
tim s and actual infantile paraly­ 
sis cases exist or are anticipated 
during the coming year. The new 
comps will be called "Pevs.” 
If an outbreak of infantile pa­

He sells education to th e 
soldier w ith the sam e fervor th a t 
a B illy Sunday would sell reli­ 
gion today. 
CHANCE TO LEARN 
Educational benefits for soldiers 
w hile still in th e service have 
been in existence for som e tim e. 
Under the U nited States Arm ed 
Forces Institute, a soldier can 
enroll for any num ber of corre­ 
spondence courses for th e sum of 
two dollars. In addition he can 
apply for enrollm ent w ith any 
approved college or university 
for 
specialized 
courses 
and 
Uncle Sam w ill pay half the tu i­ 
tion fee. 
H owever, for some reason or 
the other, there has only been 
sporadic flurries of interest on 
the p a rt of soldiers here, from 
time to time. B u t since the as­ 
signm ent 
of 
L t. 
H aw n, 
the 
USAFI plan and all th a t it offers 
has tak en on a revitalized m ean­ 
ing. Proof of th is is in the av a­ 
lanche 
of 
soldiers 
w ho 
have 
flocked to his office seeking ad ­ 
vice. 
As a gauge to the effective­ 
ness of Lt. 
H aw n’s 
“personal 
touch” and the individualization 
of each 
m an’s 
problem 
at 
a 
nearby base w ith four tim es the 
personnel stationed there, only 
100 enrollm ents have been sign­ 
ed in m ore th an a year. 
In less 
than sixty days, dating w ith th e 
arrival of the “professor” offi­ 
cer, 90 students have sought his 
advice and enrolled for courses 
of study w ith eith er p riv ate col­ 
leges or w ith U SAFI. E very day 
sees m ore and m ore of these sol­

TO FIT NEED 
Lt. H aw n w ill tell y ou that it 
took m ore than an average inter­ 
est on the part of the com m and­

comes seeking 
education, high 
school or college credits, o r w hat 
course of study to follow in o r­ 
der to conduct a sm all business, 
he finds a w illing listener. The 
U SAFI booklet is not handed th e 
man and then told to m ake his 
own selection. 
Instead, Lt. H aw n w ill inter­ 
view th e applicant, obtaining all 
background inform ation possible, 
and he is then told to com e back, 
tom orrow for another interview . 
D uring this tim e, Lt. H aw n w ill 
exam ine the m a n ’s personal rec­ 
ord as shown on the soldier’s 
form 20A card filled o u t by the 
prospective studen t on entering 
the arm y. In th is fashion he is 
enabled to advise the soldier cor­ 
rectly. 
He started his cam paign at th e 
5th OTU by obtaining perm is­ 
sion to hold a n orientation lec­ 
ture, at which th e m ain them e 
was education. L ater h e follow­ 
ed up this lecture by personal 
interview s. He was asking for 
work, and plenty of it. The re ­ 
sult w as a surprise to alm ost ev ­ 
erybody who w atched the plan 
unfold. 
A pplication for enroll­ 
m ent in correspondence courses 
dealing with how to become a 
successful undertak er to hydro­ 
ponics (the grow th of plant life 
in w ater) to social legislation for 
one soldier who w as w ith the la ­ 
bor departm ent in civilian life, 
and w anted to keep abreast of 
new ideas. 
THEY HAVE HEARD 
It’s a simple form ula for suc­ 
cess fo r an educator to follow 
perhaps, but one would have to 
have th e personality of L t.
